CAMPERS DON'TS 


1. Don’t, when in the woods, throw 
down a lighted match, cigar stub or 
other flaming object; make sure that 
the flame has been thoroughly extin- 
guished before throwing it away. 

2. Don’t build your campfire larger 
than is necessary. 

3. Don’t under any circumstances, 
leave your fire unguarded, even fora 
comparatively short time; see that it is 
dead out before you go away. 

4. Don’t build your fire in leaves, 
rotten wood or other inflamable material. 

5. Don’t build your fire against a 
large or hollow log, where it is hard to be 
sure when it has been entirely put out. 

To these ‘‘don’ts’’ it may be added 
that in windy weather or in a dangerous 
place, it is well to confine the fire in a 
hole dug clean down to the mineral soil. 
A fire may smoulder in the humus, or 
“duff? for days, only waiting for a 
breeze to fan it into a flame that 


Summer tourists and campers unfor-

|}owners of timber as being often a cause 


of fires. Such fires could be prevented, 
almost’ without exception, by a_ little 
extra care on the part of the campers, 
who. have been the unintentional cause 
of much forest aestruction, and who have 
justas real an interest in the preservation 
of the forests as the owners of the timber 
themselves. The rules given above are 
the result of long experience and obser- 
vation on the part of many woodsmen 
and lumbermen as to the origin of fires 
from this cause, and are earnestly com- 
mended to the attention of campers, 
sportsmen and others.

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CANADIAN WHEAT FOR STATES 


It is Predicted That United States 
Will Soon Have to Import Wheat 
From Canadian West 


Edmonton.—“Within a period of ten 
years or less the United States will be 
importing wheat from the grain fields 
of Western Canada,” is the statement 
made by Prof. Thos. Shaw, formerly 
srofessor of animal husbandry of 

innesota State University and 
who is now James J. Hill’s adviser 
and right hand man among the West- 
ern farmers. He says this fact ac- 
counts for the extensions of the Great 
Northern in the direction of the Ca- 
nadian west. 

Prof. Shaw based his statement on 
statistics showing the alarming de- 
crease in the yield in Western States, 
pointing out that the average in 20 
years has dwindled from 25 to 12 bush- 
els per acre. 

As the population is increasing, he 
says, the consumption will soon be 
greater than the yield and so we must 
ultimately look to Canada. The acre- 
age in the States is limited. In Can- 
ada the fringe only has been touched. 

Prof. Shaw disapproved of the re-

wheat entering the United States. 
Hill’s lines will tap all the western 
provinces.

The immigration is not restricted by 
governments in these countries and 
there is every reason to hope _ that 
Canada will get quite a number of 
them in future.

DESTRUCTION WROUGHT BY 
FOREST FIRES VERY GREAT 


Ottawa.—The forestry branch of the 
interior department has issued an in- 
‘teresting bulletin dealing with the 
damage caused by forest fires in Can- 
‘ada in 1908. The bulletin, which was 
|prepared by H. R. McMillan, assist- 
‘ant inspector of forest reserves, shows 
{that during the year 835 forest fires 
}of serious proportions occurred in the 
| Dominion, upward of 188,000 acres 
|burned over, causing the destruction 
/of over fifty-six million feet of tim- 
|ber, valued, including mills and im- 
| provements, at $25,500,000. Twenty- 
|one lives were lost as a result of the 
| forest fires (all in B.C.) and 2,404 were 
thrown out of employment. The cost 
|of the fires to the public was nearly 
/ three hundred thousand dollars. ,

with 250 fires, British Columbia came 
second with 235. In Quebec, however,

A fire on Vancouver island 
it is estimated caused the destruction 
of 24,000,000 feet of timber. ; 


Dealing more particuarly with the 
prairie provinces the report says: 
“That so few fires were reported from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
last summer is no indication’ that the 
northern timber belt in these prov- 
inces entirely escaped visitation of 
forest fires as might be surmised from 
these reports, nor is it any guarantee 
in the future that they will be im- 
mune from fire. The best efforts of 
the forestry branch have not been 
able so far to recover the northern 
timber with fire rangers so that all 
fires will be prevented, extinguished, 
or even reported. The immense areas 
through which the traveller may pass 
for a week without seeing a green tree, 
all bear .witness to the fact that fires 
have always raged wnchecked through 
the spruce and popular timber of 
Canada’s north land. That the tim- 
ber lignite. of itoba, Saskatchewan 
and Aftberta are comparatively small 
and scattered is due not to any condi~ 
tion of the soil or climate which pre- 
vent the growth of timber, but to the 
recurring forest fires which have de- 
stroyed the valuable spruce forests 
encouraged extensive reproduction of 
less valuable poplar of in more serious, 
cases destroyed the forest growth.
